.andiwood. Heat could be noticed 
for several hundred yards from 
the^fire.'

TRAVEL NOTES 


During the last week, Chief C. 


W. Waid of the Ohio Division of 
Markets, traveled from the ex- 
treme southern and eastern to the 
far northern and western part of 
the state. Perhaps some of the 
readers will be interested in a few 
statements as to what he saw on 
these trips. 


"In the first place, the southern 


part of the state -has suffered more 
than the northern as a result of 
lack of rain. Not only is this true, 
but there is considerable variation 
in the severity of the drouth even 
in southern Ohio. In some locali- 
ities, they have had practically no 
rain during the last two months. 
Such rain as'has fallen has been .in 
the form of local showers, says 
Mr. Waid. 
: 


"To make matters worse, the 


temperature has been very high 
on many days. The day of our vis- 
it, Mr. E. J. Riggs in Gallia county 
reported a temperature of 103 on 
the north porch of his residence. 


"Early in the season, unusually 


low temperatures killed about one- 
third of the cabbage plants in some 
sections in southern Ohio. 
The 


drouth has added to the difficulty 
as it has, reduced the yield, very 
greatly on-the-area which was left. 


"In"'northern.'-.'Ohio, the chief 


complaint; is that the Baldwins did 
not bloom and that many of the 
peaches.-.; were' killed during the 
winter. There has not been enough 
rainfall even- in northern Ohio in 
all 
sections '< to. insure . normal 


growth, but the lack of water is 
much less noticeable than in the 
southern part of the state. 


"We saw one fine ;croD of rasp- 


berries in the dry.iaera of southern 
Ohio which i'is;: an .^indication of 
what can be done •\tffiere.-the grow- 
er takes good care:"of the plants, 
from .the time they are set until 
they come Into bearing.
